With the Nation’s Social Seenr- 
ily Act starting its second decade, 
John M Beale, manager of the So- 
cial Security Board’s office at 125 
Main Street, Lewiston, today em- 
pliasized that social security pro- 
vides a five-program attack on 
destitution and listed the offices at 
which information and assistance 
related to each of the programs 
can he obtained, 

The Social Security Board, Beule 
pointed out, has full responsibility 
for only one program—old-age. and 
surviyors insurance. 

“At our office,” he said, “we ts- 
Sue social security account cards, 
help to straighten out any mis- 
takes that may be made in. the 
Wage records of workers ‘as— re- 
‘ported to the Board, give full ins 
formation about the old-age and 
Survivors insurance and handle 
eluims for benefits, 

“As of June 30, monthly insur- 
once henefits under the old-age and 
survivors insurance system wera 
being’ paid to 2,414 men, women and 
children in our field service area 
of Androscoggin, Franklin and Ox- 
ford Counties, The ~~ payments 
amount to $41,302.14 monthly — a 
strate of approximately half a million 
dullars a year. 

“Benefits for Oxford County 
“were; $15 retired workers, age 65 
or over, $7,007.54; 96 wives, 65 oF 
over of retired workers, $1,179.69; 
68 widows with young children, 
1,287.44; Children of deceased or 
retired workers, $2,108.65; 31 aged 
widows of deceased workers, (65 or 
over,) $525.57. 

"In addition, we are paying 
monthly benefits to some aged par- 
ents of insured workers who died 
without leaving a wife or child un- | 
der 18, where the parents were 
wholly dependent on the workers. 

“Bach month, also we make 
many lump sum benefit payments ; 
to the survivors of workers 
who die without leaving relatives;

imperial conquest came to a dramatic end on the evening 
of August 14 with the unqualified acceptance of the Potsdam 
declaration subscribed to by the U. S., Britain, China and 
Russia. Announced to.an anxious nation by President Harry 
S. Truman, the Jap surrender came three years, eight 
months and one week after the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

With the Allied powers consenting to his retention on the 
throite to assure the surrender of Japanese armies scattered 
throughout Asia and the submission of the homeland to 
the stiff terms imposed, Emperor Hirohito ordered the na- 
tion to lay down its arms as the Tokyo radio reported thou- 
sands of downcast subjects bowed in grief before the gates 
of the imperial palace lamenting their defeat.

With the navy and air force car- 
rying the fight to the enemy, and 
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doorstep of Japan following 
the crippling blow at Pearl 
Harbor, General MacArthur 
was designated to accept the 
Nipponese. surrender along 
with representatives of the 
other Allied nations. 

Coming four days after 
Tokyo’s first offer to give up 
the fight provided the emper- 
or’s sovereignty were respect- 
ed, and three months after 
V-E day, Japan's surrender 
was’ greeted. with wild enthu- 
siasm throughout the U. S. 
which joyously celebrated the 


with army and marine troops slash- 
ing forward in island tc island 
fighting, the war in the Pacific 
rates as one of the bloodiest in 
history. 

From the very beginning the U. S. 
encountered a bitter and fanatical 
foe, ardent and well disciplined, 
willing to fight to the last cartridge 
even when completely enveloped. 
All through the war, the toll of Jap 
killed far surpassed the number 
captured, indicating the nature of 
their defense. 

Because of the close teamwork re- 
quired in the ovér-all operations, it 
would be difficult to single out one

His Background 


Their authority re-established with 
the overthrow of the military gov- 
ernors in 1868, the Japanese emper- 
ors, supposédly descended from the 
sun goddess, have exercised their 
mythical power for the unificatior 
of the country to facilitate its im- 
perial development. 

With the overthrow of the shogtin. 
até shortly after Admiral Perry 
Opened the door of Japan to the 
outside world, the simple island peo- 
ple, previously owing strict alle 
giance to the military clan, easily 
transferred théir blind obedience te 
the mikado. ; 

The present mikado, Hirohito, is 
a puny, nearsighted man of 44, He 
is called the 124th emperor of Ja. 
pan by the Japanese court authori 
ties. Wheri he ascerided the throri¢ 
in 1926, he chose the word “Showa,” 
méaning “énlightenment ané 
péace,’’ to describe his réign. 

Many political experts bélieve 
that peérsorially Hirohito wantec 
peace, but as the piippét of the mili 
tary clique had to go along wilt 
thei# désigns. Actually he wields 
litte real power. His actttal “reign* 
began in 1921, then as prinée ré 
fent he ruled in his father’s stéad 
He was married ff 1924 atid is the 
father of one son and three daugh.

Minor Incident May Start Trouble.

There is a small group in Wash- 
ington very much concerned over a 
matter which is a part of recon- 
version and about which they can 
do very little. That isthe question 
of race riots likely to accompany de- 
mobilization. 

I was surprised to learn how pre- 
dictable these clashes are, from the 
following statement by Alfred Mc- 
Clung Lee in a pamphlet preduced 
by a non-profit agency, the Ameri- 
can Council of American Race Re- 
lations. It was this: 

“The federal office of facts and 
figures (later called the office of War 
Information) had a confidential re- 
port 15 months before the 1943 De- 
troit race riot that included this 

sentence: ‘Unless some socially con- 

structive steps are taken shortly, 
the tension that is developing is very 
likely to burst into active conflict.’ " 

The day after the rioting began, 
the Detroit Free Press stated: 
‘wo months ago everybody in De- 
troit familiar with the situation knew 
that race riots. were inevitable.” 

It is worth noting that the profes- 
sional observers were much farther 
ahead than the newspaper — and 
newspaper reporters are pretty 
highly trained investigators them- 
selves. And they did know what was 
coming well in advance. 

But the fact remained that. nobody 
did anything about it. 

And that is where you and I step 
into the picture. 

Now nobody but a very small 
class of professional incitors of riot 
want race-riots anymere than any- 
one but a very small class of profes- 
sional criminals are in favor of 
crime. But most people do not 
realize that these clashes can be 
avoided and very few indeed realize 
that they aré symptoms and not the 
disease itself. 

The basic cause of the group ten- 
sions which burst into savage flame, 
destroy property, interfere with 

{ business and nearly always cost 
| lives, is insecurity, just as insecurity 
is one of the basic causes of wars, 


+A man with a job and firm pros- 


‘pects of keeping it who lives in 
_healthy and decent surroundings 
' does not want a riot with anybody. 
_ It is the man who is unhappy and 
because he is not able to do .any- 
thing about it, who looks around for 
€@ scapegoat upon whom he can 
blame all his troubles. He na- 
turally turns against a group whose 
members have a different appear- 
ance and different customs from 
his own. 

The long-range cure for this 
disease is better living conditions, 
housing and employment. But it. is 
not of the long-ftange treatment I 
want to speak, but of the imme- 
diate, simple things that you and I 
can do to stop these tensions before 
they break. 


Seven Steps for 


Breaking Tension 

First, there are sever things you 
mitist know about, One of the first 
signs of trouble is the rumor crop. 
You bégin to hear a lot of stories 
most of which later will prove to 
have been untrue. They may be 
started by subversive groups; some 
will have a grajn of truth in ‘them, 
They will incltidé tales of planned, 
imminent violence; of some grotip 
arming itself for attack or otitbreak, 
Then come stories of violent as- 
sault, crime and murder. This 
ereatés the beginning of terision; the 
grotip accused becories frightened 
and shows it. This lerids color to 
the tales. 

Then come the “incidents.” 

Indidénts usually begin to oceui in 
crowded places. They fright be 
passed off and forgotten if a backs 
Broiitid of hate, tear ard siispicicn 
had fot been built wp. As oné ob- 
server sajd to me: “Riots always 
Start wher folks get out aid bump 
inté each other,” 

The third point. to [ook for wher it 
is clear that rumors have been 
thick afd inéidénts have begun to 
happen is some subversive graup 
which may bé pronioting the treible 
for its owt efids, Somé of these 
groups will have very high aid 
mighty ideals and very freqiently 
they will bé wrapped up in the flag.

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Freedom of Personal Flight 

The development of aviation has 
been so rapid that many of the rules 
and regulations made only a few 
years ago to govern it, are already 
obsolete. 

‘‘Not only are 
many. restrictive 
regulations consid- 
ered needless in 
these days of ad- 
vanced. mechanical 
controls and vastly 
improved operating 
facilities,"" says Jo- 
seph T, Geuting 
Jr,, manager Per- 
sonal Aircraft 
Council, “but it is 
contended that they 
endanger the whole 
future of flying in 
America by preventing many peo- 
ple from flying.” 

In order to call this situation to 
the attention of the country: and to 
Congress and Washington aviation 
officials, the Council has drawn up 
a statement of policy on the ‘‘Free- 
dom of Personal Flight.” 

Just as the airplane has made tre- 
mendous technical and operational 
strides. during the war years, the 
Council points out, it is now neces- 
sary for the rules of flying to be 
simplified and advanced in propor- 
tion. 

The airplane’s most important role 
in the future may very likely be as 
a private conveyance of the ordi- 
nary citizen, similar in social and 
economic importance to the automo- 
bile, it is asserted. Yet the Civil 
Air Regulations up to now have tak- 
en little cognizance of the personal 
plane or its ownership and operation 
by folks like you and me. Instead,
